Missouri communities who want to attract new industry may 
help in a plan outlined today by Richard M. Kinne, industrial 
director of the Division of Resources and Development. 


Some twenty Missouri expert« on industrial development are 
representing the state at the National Industrial Development 
Exposition in New York's new Coliseum May 20-24. The group 
will work from the Missouri industrial display, a 50-foot pano­ 
rama highlighting the famous “tailor-made" plan for industry, 
originated by Missouri to help manufacturers devote their cap­ 
ital to the growth of their business rather than be forced to use 
it for investment in facilities for the business. 


The plan calls for communities to participate by furnishing 
the division, by May 10’h, with no' more than 20 copies of *heir 
representative brochures, Kinne said, so that each member of 
the team may have the latest information on every location 
which might fit the needs of the prospective industry. About 5,-* 
000 industrial executives are expected to attend the exposition, 
which is not open to the public. 


"Missouri is happily situated for attracting new industry.” 
Kinne declared, “with the nation’s geographic center near her 
western border and its population center near her eastern bor­ 
der. There appears to be no better place from which to serve 
the whole nation with a manufactured product.” 


Members of the team attending the exposition represent all 
sections of the state, he said, and industrial prospects should 
be able to get immediate information on arty desired location. 


Centered in the huge display is a large map of Missouri, in­ 
dicating that 110 communities with industrial development cor­ 
porations are participating in the “tailor-made” plan. Flanking 
the center panel are other panels giving visual evidence of the 
industrial diversity, resources, transportation, and other fea­ 
tures of the state which make it attractive to industry. 


SOMETHING ROTTEN IN SCRANTON 


The so-called “Scranton Story” is hardly the type of story 
Americans like to hear about their cities. 


But in Scranton, Pa., all has not been right w ith the world for 
several years. To attest to this fact have come scores of wit­ 
nesses before a Senate committee investigating unfair labor 
practices. 


One such story concerns a Scranton family by the name of 
Schiavi, who operate a pizza bake-shop. Several years ago the 
family was approached by a labor union and told to join—-or 
else. The finances of the bakeshop wouldn’t allow an additional 
expenditure for union dues, and besides, there were no em­ 
ployees. The bakeshop was a family affair. 


Unfortunatly, these explanations weren't sufficient for the 
union. The terror started. The husband and wife were kept 
awake all night by foul-mouthed telephone calls. They couldn t 
eat out of sheer fright, and Mr, Schiavi lost 35 pounds, while 
his wife lost 25 pounds. 


Then the bakeshop was bombarded with stink-bornbs, but 
the foreign-born family, although American citizens, was afraid 
to turn to the police for fear of even more severe reprisals. 


This isn’t the story of a family living in Russia or some total- 
itarian-ruled country. It is the true and documented story of 
Americans—men and women who believe and look and act like 
the rest of us. It is the story of a family which had read in books 
that America was a free country and that justice was for all 
until they learned differently. 


It isn’t a pleasant story, nor is it a typical one. But the im ­ 
portant part is that it happened just a few months ago in one 
American city. 


George Meany, president of the AFL-CIO, has stated his un­ 
ion will do everything within its power to curb such excesses. 
And undoubtedly Mr. Meany means what he says. 


Friends of organized labor throughout the country have called 
for an end to such tactics, and most certainly the rank and file 
of labor does not want to be associated with such local groups 
which operate with loaded dice and loaded guns. 


America owes some sort ot an apology to the Schiavi family 
and to the others who have suffered similar hardships. For 
what they have endured is not America at all—but just the 
scheming of a few money-mad men in powerful positions. 


And other families in America, like the Schiavi’s, deserve 
to know the American Constitution is worth much more than 
the paper it’s written on

The so-called “Scranton Story” is hardly the type of story 
Americans like to hear about their cities. 


But in Scranton, Pa., all has not been right w ith the world for 
several years.

One such story concerns a Scranton family by the name of 
Schiavi, who operate a pizza bake-shop. Several years ago the 
fam ily was approached by a labor union and told to join—or 
else. The finances of the bake^hop wouldn’t allow' an additional 
expenditure for union dues, and besides, there w ere no em ­ 
ployees. The bakeshop was a fam ily affair. 


U nfortunatly, these explanations w eren't sufficient for the 
union. The terror started. The husband and wife w ere kept 
aw ake all night by foul-mouthed telephone calls. They couldn’t 
eat out of sheer fright, and Mr. Schiavi lost 35 pounds, while 
his wife lost 25 pounds. 


Then the bakeshop was bombarded with stink-bombs, but 
the foreign-born family, although Am erican citizens, w as afraid 
to turn to the police for fear of even more severe reprisals. 


This isn't the story of a family living in Russia or some total- 
itarian-ruled country. It is the true and docum ented sto r y of 
Americans—men and women who believe and look and act like 
the rest of us. It is the story of a family which had read in books 
that America was a free country and that justice was for all— 
until they learned differently. 


It isn’t a pleasant story, nor is it a typical one. But the im ­ 
portant part is that it happened just a few months ago in one 
A m erican city.

Workhorse of Irrigation . . . 
Pimp Keeps Pond Filled and Waters Crops 


By IRA MILLER 
Farm Electrification Bureau 


Growing earrote commercially preaenta the game, only bigger problem* 
than growing other crop* for home conaumption. And, often, those prob­ 
lem* concern sufficient moisture. 


Take the caw of an eastern termer 
Who produces carrots on contract for 
a large packing company. Normally, 
his 200 x 75-foot pond is sufficient for 
irrigation purposes. However, during 
the latter part of July and through 
moat of August this 75-foot deep pond 
used to become mostly a dry hole. 
What was done to correct the situa­ 
tion is illustrated in the pictures with 
this on-the-farm report. 
The top photo it a view of the pond. 
The pipe extending into the pond is 
connected to a pump operated by a 
7 4 horsepower motor The pump may 
be seen on the bank near the power 
pole and draws water to irrigate a 
part of the acreage In the background. 
The smaller picture, however, shows 
the real workhorse of the irrigation 
system. It is a pump connected to a 
*0 horsepower motor and is used to 
draw water from e deep well for two 
purposes—to fill the pond during dry 
seasons of the year and to help with 


the irrigation chore Separate con­ 
nections are provided «o that water 
can be provided for either job—the 
low pressure side to fill the pond, 
and the high pressure side for irri­ 
gation. The pump draws water from 
the well at a rate of 400 gallons per 
minute.
